ERECTION IS TIMED 



Modern Methods of CoU' 
struction Call for Closest Co- 
operation of All Branches 

The procedure followed In the 
building .ot large ckyscrapers, from 
tho plans of the architect to the fin- 
ished structure, und some ot the pro- 
blems encountered were described by 
Mr. J. D. L. Price, vice-president ot 
tho Oco, A. Fuller Cunst., Co., speak- 
ing at the Knglncers' Ijunchcon, yes- 
terday. A cap.nclly crowd ot 200 plum- 
tors filled tho "Windsor Station Din- 
ing Hall for tho first engineering 
luncheon this session. / 

Mr, Prico admitted that it was al- 
most impossible to cover adequately 
his topic, "Modern Building Construc- 
tion," in tho short tlmo at his dispo- 
sal. He brk>fly outlined tho routine 
followed from the selection ot the alia 
to the completion ot one of tho largo 
modern office buildings. 

Cooperation Neeestary 

The licighl of modern buildings has 
called into being many problems 
which did not exist ten years ago. 
I'Yoni tlie first, .closo cooperation be- 
tween tlic owner, architect, contrac- 
tor, and .uub-contractor is necessary.

Chloride Used in 
Bleaching of Pulp 

Chemical Industries C I u h 
Hears V. Oleskcvicli 



The bleaching of paper-pulp was 
described in detail, yesterday afternoon 
at the meeting of the Chemical in- 
dustry Club In the .Macrtonald Chem- 
istry Building, i'revlou.s to this, AVed- 
nosday afternoon was chosen to be 
the afternoon on which tho Industrial 
tours aro to be taken. Oleskcvlch pre- 
sented a paper on "Bleaching of Sul- 
phite pulp." 

Two Processes Necessary 

Two processes aro nccc-isary to 
make tlio paper, wlilto enough for 
usage. Chloride is used to o.Yid:/.e the 
pulp. First chlorldo Is added to Ihr 
dry mass; tho mass is then diluted 
with water, and passes to a boK with 
Oic overflow. This box Is always full 
ot water bavins a valve at the bottom 
of it. By certain turns ot tho wheel, a 
certain amount uf the material Is let 
through, this is then uhlorldatcd. 
I''rom here the material goes to an- 
other box and thenoo to the thicken- 
ers, and falls out ot these to the mlK- 
er. The pulp I» squeezed until It has a 
consistency of about 19/f, and at Ihia 
point steam is used to lical It. The 
stock then falls through the dryer. 
Cloride Used 

Chloride Is again added, before, the 
stock falls Into the tower, and Is then 
let out by an orltlcc from a constant 
head lank. A V-shaped tube leads Into 
tho tower. The chlorldo then acts on 
the pulp which takes three hours to 
pass through this tower, in the centre 
of which there is a shaft carrying 
steam which brings the mixture up to 
the required temperature. 

Process l« Rtpeatcd 

The pulp Is then diluted and sent 
through the whole bleaching process 
again In order to got the right distinc- 
tion In colour after which it is made 
into paper. Then the speaker discus- 
sed the different shades of white to 
which tho pulp could be brought, und 
tho elimination of waste by draining

Human Viewpoints 

Professor MacDermott Ad- 
dresses St. James Liter- 
ary Society 

PRAISES FORTITUDE 



Ditsciissos Various Books and 
Plays Written Concerning 
The War 



War books were ill.sriiKscd by T. W. 
1-.. MacDermott, Ahr. Prot. ot History 
at McGill, In an address delivered 
tu tho St. .Tames Literary Society 
last night. In a short preface, the 
speaker remarked that owing to the 
kVc.'U boom In Avar books during the 
Inst two or thrco ycartf. It had been 
Impossible to obtain .a thorough know- 
ledge of any more than a comparat- 
ively few of the publications on tho. 
subjects, but that those books Into 
which ho would enter more fully had 
been selected as tho most correct and 
Ihc most reasoned accounts from sev- 
eral viewpoints. 

The Best Book on The War 

Tho work which Professor MacDer- 
mott considered tho most Intelligent 
and comprehensive is "Tho Real AVar" 
by Captain Ttart. This contains al- 
r.ioat all ot the Important facts about 
tho war, condensed In a readable 
iiianncr into five hundred pages. The 
most Interesting parts are the chap- 
ters on tho defence of A'erdun and the 
question of "who won the war?" 

In the former the author goes be- 
hind tho scenes and exposes «11 the 
Iietty jealousies and pig-headed ncss 
ot the French General Staff, whMi 
considered the gigantic nest ot for- 
tresses as of no more use than those 
at I.lciiO or Xamur during tho earlier 
stages of the Wni: On tlio subject of 
the truly victorious nation, bo shows

Guilds Embodied 
Self-Covernment 



Historical And House of 
ConiniouB Clubs Meet 



"The chief contribution ôt guilds to 
medieval society was that they pro- 
vided a system of Industrial self-gov- 
ornmcnt, and solved tho problem of 
Labour in those times," said Mary 31111, 
in the speech, which she delivered on 
-Medieval Oullds. This paper wai: one 
of the two given at the Joint meeting 
ot the Jllstorlcnl Club and the Mous 
ot Common's Club, which took place 
last night In the drawing-room ot the 
r.. X. C. 

OuiliKs developed from tho family, 
rall.er than from any roots in Itoman 
Times. Thcro were threo types of 
guilds: the social— religious, behind 
the founding of which Avas a religious 
motive; thn merchnnd— guilds, cnni- 
prlscd of both ihc manufacturing and 
trading olcmcnts In a town; nnd llip 
•Traft guilds, made up of tho workers 
in one trtide or related trades. 
First Insurance Cempanlet 

Weavers and bakers Avero among 
tho firrt guilds organlised. Tho corpor- 
ations grew, as they took up Avorks of 
charily, rppnircd bridges, and produc- 
ed plays and pageants, until they be- 
gan taking tho place of insurance 
companies, anû' tho like. They were 
also Interested In education, and did 
good work lii lhl.s direction. 

Tho merchant guilds were a politi- 
cal force, and tho guild officers wcic 
sworn In by the mayor. Thcso offici- 
als were usually an alderman, two 
stuardK, and a clerk. 

Tho guilds consisted ot three* class- 
es, masters, journty-mcn and appren- 
tices. The last worked without Avages, 
then alter about tAvclvo years ot'ap- 
prontlccship, they became Journey- 
men, with the prlA'olego of traveling, 
tlioii at last, when they had m»dn a 
mas.trr-plccp, they worn nrlmlttrd In 
tho mastership. Craft guilds, essen- 
tially local, made laws for trade, and' 
guaVded tho consumer by setting the 
prices of work, i i'. insisting . on tho

Hon. Wesley Frost Delivers 
lecture to City Improve- 
ment League 

".Alarselllc is lliat city where one 
cats' and lives tho best In tho world," 
slated tho Honor.ablc AVesley Frost 
Consul General of tho United States, 
speaking on ".Alodorn .Marseille," un- 
der tho auspices of tho City Improvc- 
nioiit l-icogiio of .Montreal. last even- 
ing In the Lccturo Itoom ot tho Chem- 
istry Building. 

Mr. Frost traced the Interesting his- 
tory of tho city pt Marseille, from the 
time when she w.ns a "clvlt.n.a llber.i" 
of the rioinan Empire, until the pre- 
sent time. Starsclllo had disliked 
Napoleon bcisauso he had tried to res- 
trict her maritime trade. She had al- 
so, on account of Iicr pride and de- 
sire for Indopcndcnco, caused X,oui! 
XIV a great deal of trouble. Ilenco 
slio w.as a. city of personality and 
spirit, refuting by all her- history thr 
charge that the spirit ot Marseille wa.- 
purely mercantile. 

Important Seaport 
.The mercantile superiority ot th!-- 
port, .Afr. Frost attributed to her posi- 
tion. Ho explained how, on tijat ac- 
count, she was nt tho present time 
thé greatest port in ISurope, and thr 
centre ot tho colonial trade ot lî'ranco 
Mr. Frost said that North' Africa Ava; 
tlio liod.v. France, tlie bead; a.nd Mar- 
seille, tlio Jugular vein ot I'ranco'! 
trade with .Africa. Ho showed how In 
the past tew years, the mercantile as- 
cendancy ot Jiarselllo tremendously

Work Is Unknown 
To Average Child 

Dr. Best Spoke on Children 
And Business 



"Within half a centuiT the great 
muss of people havo nicvtd off fanns 
and como lu live In ;'.'ios. thus ina;»- 
tng a grcvi change In '.he form of la- 
bour'" said Dr. K. M. Host In an aiM 
dress on 'The Chijd In the .Alarket 
Place" delivered yesterday afternoon 
at Iho AVcstmount S.'..AI.C.A. This was 
the first ot a series of sociological 
lectures to bo delivered by Dr. IJcst 
dealing with the training of tho In- 
dividual character in a child and his 
social conduct. 

In continuing witli lii.'<i address. Dr. 
nest declared that by means ot ma- 
chinery many people have been re 
leased from manual labour. In form- 
er days work Avas doiio on a sniaJlor 
.scale, and people .saw tlio diront result 
ot their labours wliolhor good or bad. 
At tho present day owing to the largo 
way. In. which business Is handled, tho 
vcl.atlonshlp between the Avoric and 
tho result achieved not so evident 
This condition tends to alleviate tho 
rcs|)onsiblllly unU dl.sclplino which 
work ontailcd. 
Play and Books Substituted for Work 

This change Imis an influenco on 
the character ot tho child of today 
who Is brought up amid surroundings 
in AvhIch actual manual Avork plnya n 
very small part, Tlio speaker stated 
that tho boys and girls of today do 
not l;now what work Is. Cliildien are 
bcin.ï denied tlio Avork experience 
which men have liad. Some substltu 
lion for this deficiency In tho educa- 
tlon of a child Is being made through 
tho medium of play and bgoks. lie 
crcatlonal I'fo liowovor Is bocomlng 
more and more commercialised. The 
ilislincl to play. Is tho primary 4n- 
.slinct in man; thercforo every dovicp 
la l.omployed in order to exploit this 
flindnmental desire. Professional 
sports of a vicn.rlous nature, dance 
halls, moving pictures, some foi-ms of 
literature, and high-prossure selling 
of unnecespary stimulants such as 
candy and drinks haA'o an undesliuhlo 
conscfiuonco educationally to' the 
youth of today. 

Dr. Dcst sta,t'od that, "03 per cent 
of the Avorld's wealth la controlled by 
10 per cent of the people. Modern 
Industry has made this nondltlon pos- 
sible. ChUdron do not see tho source 
of tho money, the work side does not 
appear In the home, thus the A-iiluc 
of money Is unknown to the child. 
Hard work fniealily and savlny have 
built, this counliy and these vlrliKS 
owing to llio. belter conditions now 
existing arc disoipipcarliur.

Bonus System Used 

The chocol.ate dipping process prov- 
ed to bo ot tho most technical and 
interesting nature. Hero, highly spoc- 
lallzcd efficiency is rcuulrod. It takes,- 
on the average a year for tho glrl^ 
to learn the art of chocolate dlpplnjr.^ 
It has been found that ploco rate'^'^ 
wages aro imiii-actli.'.'il since tlioy lead 
to waalc in chocolate bccauso the 
amount is judged by AA-cight. The sy.s- 
tem now In vogue Is to set a quota 
and to pay a bonus for amounts over 
tlio tiuota.

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Honor System 



For the past year and more college 
newspapers in the United States have been 
full of dissertations on the honor system. 
Being .student organizations, they have been 
uniformly in favor of the scheme, devot- 
ing columns to expositions of the finer 
points and editorials to the castigation of 
violators of the code. 

However, the idea seems to have fallen 
on deaf ears north of forty-nine. No Can- 
adian university has adopted the honor 
system nor is there any wide-spread agi- 
lation for its introduction. The old re- 
gime of vigilators seems to be good enough 
for us. We feel no burning pangs of out- 
raged honesty as we look at the sleepy 
gentleman who sits before us while we 
write. 

The whole thing began when some 
college editor was hard pressed one night, 
desperately looking for something with 
which to fill his column. He cast about 
for ideas, failed to find any, remembered 
a recent examination, thought that it 
might have been a good idea if the vigila- 
tor had remained outside, worked the 
thought up and wrote an editoria) about 
it, just nicely filling the column with the 
three hundreth word.- 

He was taken seriously and before he 
realized the value of his effort it had been 
reprinted and commented upon all over 
America. The next step was to put the 
scheme into action and in a very short 
time a great number of universities were 
conducting their examinations without of- 
ficial BU.^ervision, leaving the matter of 
honesty to the students themselves. 

With the honor system in action an 
elaborate schedule of rules and regulations 
grew up around it. In many cases stu- 
dents' councils constituted themselves 
courts to try cases of violation of the code. 
Sometimes they recommended expulsion to 
the governing bodies, sometimes they ex- 
torted fines, but more often they contented 
themselves with the cancellation of what- 
ever privUeges the delinquent may have 
enjoyed in virtue of his membership in or 
ganizations or bis official positions. 

At McGill the honor system is not in 
force. A vigilator sits in every examina- 
tion room. But as vet there have been no 
protests and no one imagines himself in 
suited. Everyone knows '.liat there is a 
certain amount of cheating although in 
four years wo have never seen any per- 
sonally. The claim that there would l^e less 
dishonesty if supervision were lelaxed is 
absurd; and the little good which might 
nnsue would be more than counterbalanced 
by the greattT evils brought into being. 
On the whole, tlicn, the honor .system 
.saems to be more or lesK a farce, as a pro- 
fesi^or 1.-5 reported to have brought out in 
speaking to his class:— "Gentlemen," he 
.said, "I will give this examination, under 
the honor system. Please take seats in 
alternate ai.sles, three desks apart," 

Another Report 

' Just over a year ago there appeared 
(he Cariiegie Report on athletics which 
raised such an uproar in college circles. 
With excitement dying down from that 
set of startling disclosures, it was high 
time to produce another sensation about 
something or other and this our American 
friends have done in the Wickersham re- 
])ort which is an exhaustive survey of the 
prohibition situation in the. United States. 
. In delving into liquor problem, the 
committee felt obliged to include the col- 
leges in their survey and were surprised 
to find increased comsumption of alcoholic 
drink and decreasing respect for law and 
order to be the features of present day 
undergraduate life. With these findings 
on hand they felt it necessai-y to click 
their tongues and to wag their heads. In 
their report they made a strong point of 
.the situation in the colleges in bringing 
oilt the contention that prohibition has 
; jlred contempt for the Jaw among thç peo- 
ple who are to be the leaders of the com- 
munity. 

We cannot help but feel sorry for 
leai'iied investigators who base conclusions 
on what undergraduates, do. They must 
know that drinking is now the fashion and 
that it will, perhaps, pass out twnorrow. 
Yet they continue draw up reports which 
road as if the wno^.c futurs of Ih? nation 
depended on wha! i.: iiow i'.aii}i<;iin:; in the 
«niversit'ies. • • ■ ■

Sua.oaon. it 
has nn Increaslnsly Iniporlar.t place 
in our unwritten constllution, nnd 
li'storlcal dcvclopmci'.t. In years to 
come it will liavo an oven groaler 
place In tho machinery of (he Com- 
monwealth of Xatlons. Tho confer- 
ence Is not only romarUa.blo hut cs- 
sentiaJ for tlio different parts of the 
Kmplrc must needs discuss tho mat- 
ters on which they differ as well as 
what tliey Iiavo in common. 

U is inevitable tliat In a group 
comprised of so many disslmili<r 
races, with different ambitions nnd 
jilms, conflictint; policies should 
arise. \Vo must expect to go through 
a positive wilderness 6i CNperlmcnt. 
What wo need is to realize what wa 
li:ivo in oomnioii, niohillic it and from 
thiit firm ground niaise another stjp 
lorward. 

Tho importance of tho lato confcr- 
onco was increased by the fact that 
never before has tho world been 
pressed w!th sncli grave political and 
economic problems. Tho ratlonal- 
i;;atlon of Industry, tho new technl- 
loslcal methods, both carried to cli- 
max in tho United Statcp, have 
created an uppallin? .situation. Tho 
a.grai\an situation has caused the 
fall of more than one government to 
the past year. Xor is the political 
situation any better. International 
problems arls'ng out oC reparations 
and tho p.'iymcnt of large dc-bts are 
enormous, and this difficulty is In- 
creased by the disappcaranco from 
]iolltics of the idealism of such nun 
as Gladstone and Woodrow Wilson. 
Tho reiil.'sm which h.-is displaced tho 
idealism . la not, tho drlvini; force 
which prevailed of old. Despite the 
chai-gc.<i that may bo. brought against 
jirc-war Kuropo it was at least a 
going concern and wo are not so siiro 
that tho world in which wc live will 
continue to go as well. Tho situation 
in riuEsia, Germajiy, Spain and Indha 
is such that it brings home to us the 
fact that despito tho Xiocarno Treaties 
und the Kellogg Pact, war has not 
been ^banished. Men who knowtlw- 
situation better than anyone, but a 
specialist in international affairs, can 
almost despair of a solution, par- 
ticularly in Kurope. In ^France, for 
example, where wo hear that there is 
no uncmployniçnt, thcro are 1,000,003 
men under arms, and war may break 
out at any minute. 

Discussions of the economic situa- 
tion took precedence over every other 
difficulty at tho Imperial Conference, 
for, as General Ilcrtzog said, for the 
first time in tho history of the Em- 
l);ro conf tllutlonal questions seemed 
to have fallen into tlie bac'igroimd. 
.\o ono i.s prepared to get e.\citcd 
about tho right of secession or the 
appeal to the ■ privy ■ council. • • ■ ■

cuncern of tho Uanad'an cli.)es;i,'.cH. 
Tho JMollicr Country Is llio world'.-j 
njott inip'M-..i,iit \vli<at marl.ct. Jf tho 
nrilifh Jslcs were to cea3o ifiporting 
there Is not an agrlcultiM-.iI in the 
world that would not bo etrlou.ily 
affected. .Agricultural throughout the 
v.-orld woulil Ijc altered beycnd is- 
coKultion. The .securing of the larg- 
<st share of this market was the con- 
cern of Canadian dclcgn.(cs. 

Thcro are some factors In tho situa- 
tion 'that liave been generally over- 
looked. One of the.'io Is tho situation 
of the lirlt'sh fiirniers whoso posilion 
Is progressively woi-so tliaii ours. They 
farm on high priced land, with the 
cost of Hying higher than ours, a,nd 
with à social lo.ad of which wo have 
no experience. The havoc caused by 
"dumping" on their market can be 
imagined. The post war methods of 
marketing have only aggravated the 
situation. 

Import boards, ( xolianse,, bulk pur- 
<li.aglng, quota buying and prefcrent- 
l3.! tariff within tho empire, were thç 
^oIution.<i considered. Bluk purchas- 
ing Is tho pla.u fidvoca.tcd liy B. F. 
Wise of the rtuf.slan Cenlro-Soyus. 
The quota, syslem is a. plan whereby 
all wheat grown in tho British Isles 
would be milled and then wheat from 
lh« dominions brought in àn a per- 
ntage b!i.s!H, reducing tho Import of 
ÏÇf'nIgn wheat to tho minimum. 

In closing, Dr. Hwanson said that 
there w.i.)) no doubt that the econo- 
mic situation would mend. Crises have 
com« boforo and have pa.sscd. The re- 
grettable feature la tho fact that 



many opportunities whl«IL aro lost, 
and whîn unco lliey have slipped by 
du not return. Thcro may seem to bo 
no very direct connection between the 
(.ondon conference and the number of 
girls and boys who nro nhlo to come 
to unlvrrslly, hut there is a very real 
connection.

Indian Medicine 

Indian medicine and siM'ger.v centred 
iinnind the belief in good and bad 
spirits, according to tho first speaker. 
Some wero more powerful than olIicrR, 
nnd tho system ns practiced depended 
on the supposed fact that tho Medl- 
elno Man' had the power to call up 
tho more powerful spirits to drive out 
tho evil spirits that wero causing all 
tho troublo in patients. Incantations 
nnd fiolemn rights' ^verc used to evoke 
tho helpful spiril.s while drugs of vnr- 
Iou8?iB^8S>vero used merely for the 
symptomatic benefits that wc thereby 
conferred. 

As medicine and religion wero Inox- 
trlcnhly tied together by the philo- 
sophy, tho Medicine 5Ian served both 
as doctor and priest, and managed 
usually to make .a good thing out of 
It for himself. 

Tho actual anatomical nnd phylol- 
oglcal knowledge that was possessed 
by these people varied much with the 
different tribes, but was gcnemlly of 
a very crude' nature. A knowlcdgo of 
this sort was not regarded as of very 
great importance in any case because 
of tho etiological role played hy the 
spirits. Medicine Men, revered and 
trusted by the tribe were those who 
conjured up the good spirits. Sorcer- 
ers, hated and persecuted by the tribe, 
were those who conjured up bad spir- 
its. 

Pomo of the therapeutic measures 
Indulged In by the Medicine Men were 
of somo prnctical v.aluo. One of the 
best known is the InfusiJr of spruco 
needles and bark In the form of a tea 
which had definite nhtt-scorbutic pro- 
pertie?, and. was tho means of saving 
many of Jacques Cartier's men when 
they wero dying of 8cur\-y in their' 
winter camp. It w-as the first kno\.-n 
♦r.actical us© of vitamins as a thera- 
peutic .measure. 

Another common remedy used then 
was* tho vapour bath, miieh akin' to 
our Turkish Bath, "White hot clones 
wero placed In a closely sealed tent, 
and the patient went inside with a 
supply of water which he poured on 
tho stone.?, remaining in the resultant 
steamy atmosphere until the tent 
started to cool off, when he went out- 
side' and received' a strenuous rub- 
down with bead oil, and then went for 
a plunge in tho lake. 

I'harmacological preparations nscd 
by the Indians can bo divided Into 
thfco group!<. Group ono was com- 
posed of those drugs that produced a 
quick reaction — skunk oil, lobelia, po- 
dophyllum, and ginger The first two 
wVrc violent emetic;, the next ,a pow- 
erful purge, and ginger ;ln excellent 
carniinatlv. The second group HUg- 
•îcsted a cure by Its appearance, a 
tho r.7ttlesnukc plantain that Kiiggcst;. 
cd il, cure hy tlio br.mchlng ch.Ti'racter 
of Its vclnsm which rccemblcd- tho 
branches of a nervous system. The 
third group wero mere charms to be 
rubbed on tlio skin, such as dried 
leaves and worms. 

Tho' Indian liked to see real results 
from his medicines, ojid ho powerful 
purges and emetics wero In groat de- 
mand. 

Of the doscriptions of disease that 
have come down to us tubercnloKls is 
tho only clear cut one, and that seems 
to imvo been ;i fatal ono fpr the In- 
dian, particularly In view of the stren- 
uous forms to treatment that were In 
vogue. 

Modern Coueism was not altogeth- 
er ncA'lectcd by some of the Shamans. 
Ono formul.T, that was given to be re- 
pented by the patient at longrth ran 
like tills. 

"To tho disease caiising spirit 
Tou havo no right to trouble me. 
Depart, I am becoming stronger 
Thou art now dep.i'rlincr from me. 
Thou who wouldst devour me:

The local doctor of the village In 
which Mary Tofis w.as living first 
was called In to attend the strange 
case, and bo called In a Dr. St, .Andre, 
surgeon to the King, a posilion .which 
ho held, however, it seemed, for other 
reasons principally than for that of 
his surgical skill. Tloth these gentle 
men wore convinced of tho facts of 
tho strange case. .St. Andre examin- 
ed carefully .a. number of the rabbits 
and found various anatomical and 
supposedly embrologlcal features thai 
ho used to vindicato the claims, but 
that in later view would ■sociVi ".o 
rather make his sta.tements contradic 
tory. 

Such, extraordinary claims, ap 
parcnlly so well supported naturally 
raised a: storm of Interest nnd con 
troversy over tho country., lampoons 
and ballads were hawked about the 
ftrcets, and llio matter became f.ani- 
ous. Much real humour and wit were 
forthcoming in tho verbal ba,ltlcs. 

Sir llichard Mannlngham was, fin 
ally asked by the ' King to go down 
and investleaie'. the case.

Books About War 
Written From All 
Human Viewpoints

by il process of analysis and reductio 
ud absurdum of tho claims of each of 
tho sovcrni countries, that' It was not 
Franco or Great Britain or tho United 
States that won Iho war, but their 
common enemy, Germany, who held 
off for four years forces that were 
numerically fnr superior to hers. 
Churchill's Account 
Another fairly accurate, readable 
book is AVInston Churchill's "The 
World Crisis'*. This is written from a 
more personal vlewiiolnt, nnd tho au- 
tlior'.i own opinions sometimes color 
nil Incident to a certain degree. Here 
Churchill takes up tho cudgels against 
tho tenet of tho British General 
Staff that tho war must bo one of 
attrition, that Is to say, a War in 
which ono side wins by atlackli|g the 
enemy ngain nnd ng.ain until (in the- 
ory) they havo depleted tho man- 
power of tho foe, and then by .admin- 
istering tho coup do grace to the 
stricken, country in crushing It. 

Churcii'lll shows that, in every great 
offcnslvo by the Brltlsli, tho attack- 
vi-H lost at least three men to the^ 
enemy's two, and some times two to^ 
tho enemy's ono, whereas in Luden- 
dorff's' great drive In 1918, when wc 
were fighting with our backs to the 
wall, tho German losses risa'ched their 
lUghcst ratio when compared with 
curs. 

War Affaetad Youth 

Two authors, who show somewhat 
tho same point of view arc Siegfried 
Sassoon and C. E. Montague. They 
ccah depicts was as it appears to a 
young man with tender feelings. The 
former shows tho effects on a young 
poet and the latter on a public-school 
boy. ÇC the .two wTlters Sassoon Is 
much the better jUdgèd from a liter- 
ary angle. 

A book with a purely personal view- 
point is the autobiography of Robert 
Graves. Tho keynote is that there 
.ar« more dead people living than un- 
under the sod. Tho futility of the 
whole business and the profound 
scnso of loss which war leaves are 
the main ideas in Compton JIacKen 
zio's "GallipoU Memories." 

Nevala And Playa 
Tho speaker -.then' 'turned to tlte 
subject of novels and plays about the 
v.-ar. Tho great fault, and at the same 
time the great value of these lies in 
tho fact that they are written entire 
ly from ono point of view, the other 
sido of tho question being ignored 
entirely. " 

Tho best-known of these is "All 
Quiet on tho Western Front", whose 
publication was attended by such a 
furor© of discussion. It startled some 
leoplo tc lo;irn of things that happen- 
ed all around them fifteen years ago 
I'hcso work arc all written from ono 
lioiiil of view — tho human one. 

In closing, .Professor MacDcrmolt 
ir.iido a few remarks of bis own on 
tho subject. Ho praised tho forbear 
ance of the men, who must havo been 
iwnro of a great deal of the incom 
lietcnco above them, and tho sincerity 
of tIio.«c officers, who did their best, 
dospito tho interference from certain 
of their superiors. 



Early History of 
Marseilles Known 
From Roman Days

increased, until now she was the 
srcatcoL grocery the world ha.d ever 
known. 

In size, she, Is tlio largest city of 
Frq.nee; and in population, second 
only lo Paris. Her passenger traffic 
Is three or four. times that of Mont- 
real, and her bulk Ir.afflo is twelve 
per cent lower th.an that of .Montreal 
Including tho St. La.wrenco canaJ 
traffic; but excluding that, .Marselllo'p 
bulk traffic Is eight and a halt mil 
lion tons, compared with .Montreal's 
four and half million tons. lie quoted 
the Kaiser as saying that what he 
needed to mund out his emptro and 
develop economic aggrandisement of 
his empire was the city of Marseille. 
Faw Tall Buildings 
In Mr. Frost's opinion, .M.irselllc 
ranks first among the beautiful cities 
of tho world. He stated that In M.ar 
sclllo there aro no tall buildings, thr 
maximum height being five storeys; 
and that viewed from above, tho city 
was a sympliooy of colour. 

On account of iiié position and na 
turo of tho city, -Mh Frost said tli.a' 
(the was an Inevltahlo magnet for men 
from all parts of the world; she hat" 
tjecomc an assembly of all tho races, 
yet Fho was essentially French In char- 
acter; and w.as tho lodcstono for thf 
mercantilo talent and active. Intelli- 
gent, brains of tho Mediterranean 
basin. Even thougii there had been 
numerous grafts on her sUIn, yet her 
vital organs wore csscntl.ally French. 

Mr. Frost, In sta-tlng that Marseille 
had always been known for her uni- 
versities , and colleges, as^^lj^^ for 
her mâniifdctùres nnd triSeTcIted the 
names of several authors who had 
brought glory to Marseille, Including 
Edmund Rostand who wrote Cyrano 
de Bergerac, He concluded his lec- 
ture by repeating tho motto of the 
city's co.it of arms, "With glorious 
deeds shines out the city of -Marseille."
